niirslti, the I'olisli minister, that "so far as at present may be seen." the 
American representative on the supreme council, the council of ambassadors 
and flic reparations commission would not so much as express an opinion as 
io the si-ltlenicnt. 


In explanation of the. American refusal, Secretary Hughes pointed to 


the "traditional policy of the United,States" not to become involved in mp.i- 
ler.s of purely European concern.
